These Places Raided. 

In the Greenwich Village section 
they raided the Jimmie Kelley and 
the Roma restaurants; uptown, the 
Chat-O club. 

Other places raided included Martin's 
restaurant and Mac’s café in West 45th 
street and the Gay Paree in West 49th 
street. Employes were arrested in 
each place and liquid was seized. 

The raids followed the government’s 
failure today for the second time in its 
recent efforts to convict defendants on 
a liquor conspiracy charge based mere- 
ly on the operation of a night club.

He said that all railroads are feeling 
the competition of waterway and high- 
way transportation, and he added that 
when the railroads build overhead 
crossings they make things better for 
their motor competitors. He pointed 
out that those engaged in motor and 
waterway transportation do not pay 
taxes for their rights of way, but 
that the railroads pay $1,519 a mile as 
an average, which, he added, the inter- 
state commerce commission has 
pointed out “is 109 per cent greater 


than it was eleven years ago and is

this case one might think that criti- 
cism should be directed at the faculty 
alone, instead of at the players. 

However, there is no reasoning 
with an inflamed alumnus, especially | 
at an alumni banquet, because it is 
his one chance of the year to remind 
a forgetful world that he was a great 
player himself in his day. H.is one 
of the most pathetic sights in all 
sport to see such gentlemen. groping 
through the cigar smoke at alumni 
banquets searching the faces for some 
one who might remember something 
that they did fifteen or twenty years 


ago. 
Grid Stars Wane Rapidly. 
In a way they are like old baseball 


headquarters during the world series 


one recollectg what they did in a 
world series a long time back. But 
the baseball players become fore- 
warned of oblivion while they are yet 
in the game, whereas football heroes 
pursue a rising course and, like the 
stars from a roman candle, suddenly 
wing out and vanish when they are 
at the zenith of their glory. 

So it is easy to understand the 
eager readiness of alumni to speak at 
banquets and if one speaks insult- 
ingly of the incumbent football team 
it may only be his pathetic way of 
indicating that in his day he was 
incomparably greater. 

Still, under extreme conditions at 


player who makes the team is court- 
ing public opprobrium and _ scorn 
which make the game, if one may say 
so, hardly worth the scandal. 


It seems deplorable that the profes- 
sors should have been allowed to get 
the upper hand at the University of 
Chicago and so to distort the purpose 
of college that the athletic activities 
of the students are subordinated to 
the cerebral. It might be recalled, in- 
cidentally, that there was a period 
about twenty years ago when cerebra- 
tion was only a nominal activity of 
football players, and those who found 
that even nominal cerebration inter- 


fered with their football could obtain 


the services of understudies to cere- 
brate for them. 

It only stirs up rancor to suggest 
that somewhat similar conditions still 
exist in some schools having fine foot- 
ball teams, but there is a temptation 
to mention the case of a dashing young 
full back of a middle western state 
university who qualified as a varsity 
player for three years, while taking 
a course in physical training and, upon 
joining a professional team after grad- 
uation, ly fractured a colleague's 
spine in rubbing him for a headache. 


Case for Carnegie Foundation. 


But since the situation at the Uni- 


versity of Chicago is what it is, one 
would expect the alumni to direct their 
indignation at the president and to 
regard the players merely as the un- 

fortunate victims of a vicious system. 
If the Carnegie Foundation’s investi- 
gation of intercollegiate football has 
not been definitely closed, the Chicago 
case would be pertinent to the ques- 
tion of whether football regards the 
cultivation of the mind or vice versa. 
This has been a prominent factor in 
the absorbing general problem of over- 
emphasis for several years. Up to the 
present time the evidence has con- 
sisted almost entirely of isolated cases 
which only confused the learned m- 


have obstructed the football team as 
a whole, not for one season, but for 
several years. The investigators also 
might take into consideration the un- 
fortunate case of Mister Max Eddy, 
the captain of this year’s Yale team, 
who became so absorbed in a textbook 
that he leaned too far back in his 
chair and tipped over, incurring pain- 
ful injuries. I was told at Yale that 
only by a miracle did Capt. Eddy 
escape breaking his neck. As it was, 
he was unable to play football for 
several days and there were isolated 
murmurs against the brutality of the. 
Yale curriculum. 
Harvard Has Its Troubles. 

Harvard also has scholastic stipu- 
lations which for the last four years 
have relegated to the scrub team sev- 
eral athletes whose presence on the 
varsity squad might have defeated 
Yale each time. The undergraduates 
were guilty of one lapse of faith two 
years ago, but otherwise the Harvard 
varsity has been honored ag the var- 
sity in an adaptation of Stephen De- 
catur’s regard for his country. The
